Sabbith is ſpoken, he that covets, hi that ficals, he that com- 3 
mits adultery and kills, he that ſets up graven Images, he 
that covets his ncighbours houſe, wife, or goods, or any thing 
that is his, or commits Adultery, is from that principle of God 
in his owa ſelf; fo the Law was added upon him: He thats
